It will be seen, therefore, that the change ot 
policy in the mode of valuation for State pur- 
poses is an admirable scheme to, 1.

The aggregate of this town and coun- 
ty taxation in 1871 was, according to the Andi- 
tor’s report, $18,477,338. Under this change in 
the mode of valuation it may be increased to 
over $70,000,000 in 1878.

BUFFALO AND THE ERIE CANAL. 
There have been several meetings of mer- 
chants in Buffalo on the subject of the Erie 
Canal, and the result has been the passage of 
strong resolutions opposing the contemplated 
appropriations by the New York Legislature of 
eight millions of dollars to enlarge the Cham- 
plain Canal, with a view to improved water com- 
munication between New York City and the St. 
Lawrence River. The Buffalo meetings, while 
opposing this expenditure, as strongly urged the 
enlargement of tne Erie Canal so as to give in- 
creased depth and admit the passage of larger 
vessels.

‘largement of the Champlain Canal is likely tobe 
a necessity in order to retain to New York City 
her trade in grain. There are twenty milliione 
of producers in the West who want a road to 
market. Ever since 1834, the Erie Canal has 
been inadequate to carry the Western products. 
The State of New York has been asked to enlarge 
her canal so as to admit more and larger-sized 
boats. For this the people of the West were 
willing to pay in the way of tolls, and the sur- 
pins earnings of the canal since 1854 would have 
paid for a steamboat-canal from Buffalo to the 
Hudson River. The State of New York has, 
however, pocketed this surplus revenue, apply- 
ing it to pay for lateral canals, the receipts from 
which have not equalled the cost of keeping 
them in repair. During this twenty years, the 
West has gona on increasing its products, but 
the State of New York has refused or neglected 
to give them a sufficient route across her terri- 
tory. Now, the Canadians have set to work 
to give us uninterrupted steamboat naviga- 
tion from Lake Erie to Montreal and to 
Lake Champlain, and are prosecuting that work 


and wheat will be worth us much at Montreal as 
at New York, and the cost of getting them there 
will be much less than by rail or by the Erie 
Canal. There will be no such thing as a scarcity 
of water, nor interruption in the transit. It is
